TODAY'S NEWS 


FOREICN. 
The Verdict -Arrested on Suspicion. 
| Dustin, May 8. 

The jury of inquest returned a ver- 
dict of willful murder against some 
person or persons unknown. A man 
named Charles Mvore has been ar- 
rested at Maynooth on suspicion. He 
had traveled by the 4 o'clock train 
from Dublin. He states he had in- 
tended to go to Longford, but feeling 
ill had taken the train for Maynooth. 
He almost fainted when arrested. He 
returned from America on Friday last. 
He answers the description of one of 
the murderers, and has marks on his 
face. He was formerly in the army. 
Moore has been brought to Dublin for 
identification. 

Medical evidence was given to the 
eftect that the victims had apparently 
been stabbed simultaneously from be- 
fore and behind with long Bowie 
knives. 

Captain Greatory, of the dragoons, 
brought a man up who had been in a 
fdruoken row, and who said, as the 
dragoons passed, “ You have roughly 
handledthem.” They replied: “Rough- 
ly? You be damned!” Greatory says 
he can identify one of the men con- 


cerned in the assassination, and the 
gatekeeper says he can identify two. 
Four men in all have been arrested on 
suspicion. 

AN IMPORTANT CLUE.

Johc Guiteau being interviewed 
said: “You can rest assured if Mr. 
Scoville crowds me to the wall I shall 
ehow him upio his proper light. I 
do not know where Mrs. Scoville is, 
but I do know that she is a terribly 
wronged woman, and he a confounded 
fraud without any palliating circum- 
stance of a redeeming trait whatever. 
Not all the trouble of the assassination 
has so comp'etely demoralized me as 
sounding this man last week about 
Lis wife. He thinks I am keeping 
her from him, when I sent her money 
in Washiogton, and wrote to her to go 
back to her husband. Instead of that 
the first thing I know she came on 
here to talk over the family difficulties 
with me. I still advised her to go 
back to her husband, and had almost 
persuaded her to do so, when she came 
on here. She is afraid of him, and 
last night when he came to the hotel 
she slipped out of the door and ran 
away. He wants to take her little 
girl away from her. and to lock her 
up in an insane asylum, when the 
woman is perfectly -sane. I took her 
to the lecture, but she did not deliver 
it because she feared her husband 
would carry off her little child while 
-she was speaking. At her request I 
took her to a friend’s house up town, 
where she stayed last night. To-day 
I was informed that she bad left there 
and I do not know where she is.

ETARTLING RUMORS. 


It is rumored that the driver of the 
car which took the assassins to and 
from Phoenix Park was murdered by 
them te prevent their discovery, and 
that his body has been found in the 
chapelizod. The fiends made clean 
work of it. 

Moore has & number of wounds 
about his body.

An American who visited 
the scene of the murder scrutinized 
the foot-prints around the spot, and 
distinctly recognized the marks of a 
peculiar broad-toed boot commonly 
worn by Irish-Americans.

The Asylum Supply Leads to Compli-
